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FOREWORD 


In 1977 the Programmes and Law Information Development 
Section of the Federal Department of Justice undertook to organize 
a survey of existing Law for .the Layperson materials. and 
programmes, with a view of identifying what needed to be done to 
make federal laws more accessible to the public. Using funds 
available under the Canada Employment Commission's Summer Job 
Corps. Programme, teams ;of.1 students, .each...working under’ the 
direction of a law student project leader and a law professor as 
adviser, gathered information in each of the provinces. The 
survey was so successful that it was decided to edit the results 
andre;publish pthem- assijae national dinectory,sof ,public..legal 
information. To fill in some obvious gaps and to bring the survey 
up to date, the Department. of Justice obtained additional funds 
from the Summer Job Corps Programme in 1978. While some of this 
information may be outdated, and omissions may have been made, the 
data contained in this Directory reflects as accurately as 
possible, the situation as of August, 1978. 


The Directory is comprised of thirteen volumes - one for 
each of the ten provinces, two national volumes (one English, and 
One French) and an Index volume. It is the Department's intention 
LOmuUpdate., thes Directory..On. a, regular basis and to publish 
replacement volumes from time to time as it appears to -be 
necessary.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


The Debtor Assistance Division was established 
under Part X of the federal Bankruptcy Act in 1970. The object of 
the Division is to help the debtor to help *yimnsetlr, and .to this 
end, oudget "and credit advice are given as well as assistance in 
the form of a time extension within which the debtor has to pay 
off his debts. The legal education and information services they 
offer are mostly post factum, i.e., dealing’ with individual 
consumer debt problems once they exist; however, they do offer 
preventive services of the following type: 


(a) public lectures dealing with credit and consumer problems; 


(b) media coverage and press releases which bring public 
attention to the severity of consumer credit difficulties; 


(c) pamphlets dealing with. various areas of interest; 


(d) credit and consumer information which is made available to 
the public in pre-marriage courses run by various churches in 
the Halifax-Dartmouth area; 


(e) a pilot project being offered by the Home Economics 
Association of Nova Scotia containing credit and consumer 


counselling by way of tapes, slides, lectures and their own 
publication, Money Management.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


This programme offers two courses with legal 
content. The courses are offered to members of the public for a 
small fee. The two courses offered are How to Start a Business 
and Small Business Management Programme and they are usually 
taught by lawyers from the area. In Halifax, the course is run 
under the auspices of the Halifax Board of Trade, which advertises 
the programme in the newspaper, its trade magazine and by letter 
to its members. In Halifax, the course is offered three times per 
year. 


In other parts’ tof “the province, mncluding 
Dartmouth, the course is sponsored directly by the Continuing 
Education Programme in conjunction with local school boards. 
Whether or not the programmes will be offered in a particular area 
depends upon public interest. Usually a school board will 
advertise in a local weekly paper, and if less than ten people 
express an interest in taking the course, it will not be offered. 
In 1977-78, the courses were given in Dartmouth, Truro, Yarmouth, 
Sydney, Antigonish, Lawrencetown, and other centres. 


Several school boards, under their continuing 
education programme, also offer general Law for the Layman 
courses. To find out 1£ such a*course is offered in. a particular 
area, contact the local school board, Continuing Education 
Administrator. 


Note: Particular high schools also run individual 
programmes having some legal content, such as the Consumer course 
given by the Home Economics Department at Sackville High School, 
Lower Sackville, Nova Scotia. These are Only open to high school 


students, and information on them is available from the particular 
high school. 


The role of the Province of Nova Scotia, through 
the Continuing Education Programme of the Department of Education 
is to encourage school boards to provide education opportunities 
for adults in a wide range of subjects including this general 
area. Grants are provided to subsidize costs in formal classes.

One such Law for the Layman course was offered in 
1974 on planning law. Sessions were held weekly over a 10-week 
period in which lawyers, law professors and community development 
people spoke on topics ranging from environmental law to 
co-operative housing. The texts of some of the lectures were 
consolidated and published in booklet form (for example: What is 
ZOning?). CPAC-N.S. provides such courses annually on differing 
topics, and plans to extend to rural and small town areas outside 
the metro area. 


Workshops are organized by the Association in 
response to particular areas. A recent workshop dealt with the 
law as it relates to access to information, and another with re- 
development of the local waterfront. 


Another service provided is Planning Aid which 
helps individuals in setting up homes. A library containing 
environmental and planning literature is also open to the public.
